i(PirtspcurG, Pa., February M.—John N.

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She Had Little Money and No Ticket, But 
the Child’s Life Depended on Getting to 
Califorhia-So She Had Herself Put Off 
One Railroad Train After Another Till 
ae Reached Her Destination. 

From the San Francisco Examiner. 

The champion rate-smasher on the overland 
roads, as far as returns have been received, is 
Mrs. Catherine Owens, a iady who reached this 
city last Wednesday, having come all the way 
from Kansas City without paying a cent of 
fare. 

She is 69 years old and has with her a little 

grandehild about 2 years of age. 

She was put off the cars between twenty and 
thirty times—she has not yet made an exact 
counting up—and was on the road from Kansas 
City, and at the stations between here and 
there, for ten days. | 

Her journey was probably about as exciting 
and eventful as any woman ever made in 
coming to the Pacific Coast. 

**I started from Detroit,’’ said Mre. Owens 
yesterday. ‘‘This baby, my daughter’s little 
girl, was very sick with bronchitis and the 
doctor said she couldn't live if she stayed there. 
My daughter had deen out nere about three 
months, She is keeping house On a ranch near 
Suisun for a man whose wife is not in her 
right mind. The doctor thought if I could 
get the little one out here she might get well, 
and so I made up my mind to try . A. 
number of ladies in Detroit, who knew me 
and m daughter, were very good to me. 
They raised money and paid my fare as 
far as Kansas City. Then the superintendent 
on the Wabash & Western Road gave mea 
letter to the railroad people in Kansas City, 
which they thought would get me a pases 
from there. But it didn’t. Well, I don’t 
believe In ever be able to tell any 
buman being the whole story of 
my experience during the ten 


core 1 on the way from Kansas City. I 
rode m station to sta ion, and was put off 
at nearly ever one, though sometimes a con- 
ductor would let me ride further than that. 
But the letter asking fora pass for me did «a 
little good. The railroad people in Kansas City 
let me get on the care there and brought me a 
little Way, I suppose a couple of hundred 
miles, perhaps, and then when another con- 
auctor got on I had to get off. I don’t remem- 
ber what the name of the town was. I got off 
at 80 pen places I couldn't remember them 
all. ut nad talked on the cars with a lady 
who got off there, and told her my circum- 


stances. She took an interest in me and toid. 


the Mayor ofthe place and some other peo- 
ple ut me, and they collected enough 
ar ef — fare about another day's 
ride. Then I had to get off again, of course. 
It was at the end of a division, and I went to 
the Division Superintendent and showed him 
my letter. He told me to get on the cars 
again, but didn’t say bow much further I 
could go. The conductor told me I'd bave to 
et ot at the next station. I did, and stayed 
there until the next train came along, and 
then I got on again and rode to the next town. 
That conductor, I remember, was very pice, 
and said he was sorry, that he'd be g to let 
me ride if he dared, dut that his orders were 
very strict and bed have to obey them. I 
couldn't dlame bim. 

„But whet did you do at those stations 
where you bad to get off? Where did you 

y?’’

„Well, I dad a few dollars left over from 
what the Detroit ladies had given me when I 
left Kansas City. When Il stayed all night at a 
station I sometimes went to a cheap lodging- 
house, though not very often, for l was too 
much afraid that my little bit of money would 
run out. Ifthe depot was kept open all night 
I would the station agent to let me stay in 
the waiting-room by the fre. I would makea 
bed for the baby on the seat with my shawi, 
and I would lie down on the seat part of the 
time and sit up of the time, and get some 
sleep that way.

And 
be said to me: ‘Madam, there's any danger 
that I'll lose my situation because 
I help an old lady with a sick 
oh lid through a tough place, why 
it can just go.’ Then there was another one 
down in Arizona who let me ride for about 
half a day, until we came to atown where he 
thougut perhaps I could _ some : and 
then he said he guessed I'd better get off there. 
He told the station agent about me, and the 
agent told some other people and they got a 
night’s lodging for me and paid my fare quite 
a little distance the next day. But sometimes 
they were v rougb and rude and would tell 
me that they didn’t propose to carry beats on 
their trains. I conidn’t blame them for that 
of course, but they would talk so loud that all 
the people in the ear could hear it, and that 
always burt me. Ididn’tlikefor the people 
I traveled with to know how I was making 
the journey.

New York in 1789. 


From the New York Times. 

Ata well-attended meeting of the Historical 
Society last night, under the chairmanship of 
President John A. King, an interesting paper 
on New York City in the year 1789’’ was read 


by Mr. Thomas E. V. Smith. 

The city contained at that time, according to 
the best estimates obtainable, about 27,000 or 
28,000 inhabitants and 4,200 buildings. It did 
not extend much north of Canal street on the 
east side or of Chambers street on the west 
side. The fashionable residence neighborhood 
was south of Chambers street to Bowlin 
Green and between Pearl and Greenwic 
9 ° was one newspaper, the Daily 
Advertiser, one bank and one insurance com- 
pany. There were seventeen churches, and 
about as liberal a provision of school- houses, 
relatively, as at present. The commerce of the 
country bad been practical ruined by the 
Revolution, the imports in 1 amounting to 
* „900, 000. One ship was built in the city 
in 1789, but there were seventeen fire engines 
and 820 firemen, The forty-five watclimen 
were kept busy chasing roughs and marauders 
from Philadelphia. There were nine courts 
including a Court of Oyer and Terminer, shat

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OVER THE DRAMSHOP BILLS 
IN TRE STATE SENATE. 


— — — 


Senator Smith of the Committee on Crim: 
inal Jurisprudence Reports All the Bitls 
Without Reco Moran Op- 
poses the Recemmital of the Bills to the 
Same Committee—A Spirited Debate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. ‘ 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., February 14.—In the 
Senate this morning the long delayed contest 
on the dram-shop high license bills was pre- 
cipitated by the action of Senator Madison R. 
Smith of Bollinger County, in reporting back 
to ths Senate allofthe measures relating to 
dram-shop legislation in the hands of the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence. The 
bills were returned by the Senator without 
: mendation er report. Immediately they 
were in the hands of the Secretary, Senator 
Smith moved that the bill be re-referred to the 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence. In this 
connection it is important to bear in 
mind that Senator Smith and the Committee 
on Criminal Jurisprudence are favorable to 
high license, and to the passage of the Deering 
bill, while Senator Michael Moran and a ma- 
jority of the Committee on Miscellaneous Laws 
and the Committee on Towns, Cities and Vilg 
lages are opposed to the Deering bill and ex- 
treme high license legislation and in favor of 
the Moran dramshop bill. Senator Moran 
opposed Smith’s motion to send the bills back 
to the Criminal Jurisprudence Committee. He 
said that Senator Smith and his commit- 
tee had been in contempt of the Senate 
for more than a week; that they 
had refused to comply with the demand of the 
Senate to bring back the dramshop biils and 
that the bills should not be again returned to 
the Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence. 
He made the point that Senator Smith and his 
committee bad gone out of their way in an at- 
tempt to shape the legislation relating to 
Gramshops and liquor regulation. He cited 
the fact that Senator Smith had introduced a 
bill revising a portion of the dramshop code 
after a similar measure had been introduced

A SUBSTITUTE. 

Senator Ryors offered a substitute as follows: 

„Resolved, That under the rules of this 
body all dille relating to the sale of intox- 
wants be referred to the Committee on Mu- 
cellaneous Laws. 

Senator Smith made the point that the mat- 
ter pending was not a question of the rules of 
the Senate, and thatthe resolution was out of 
order. Lieut.-Gov. Claycomb sustained the 
point of order. Senator 2 then changed 
the wording of his resolution so as to affect 
the reference tothe Committee on Miscella- 
neous Laws of only such bills as are now 
pending in the Senate. 

Senator Ryors made an extended argument 
on the subject of parliamentary rules and 
practice in evident anticipation of a point of 
order being made on his resolution. 

Senator Piersol of Monroe County made te 
point that it was clearly against the rules of 
the Senate to refer the dramshop bills to the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Laws or to any 
other committee other than the Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence. He held that the 
Miscellaneous Laws Committee was created 
for the express purpose of assisting the Judi- 
clary Committee in the revision of the stat- 
utes and had very little authority outside 
of that which tormerly belo to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. Certainly, said, Sen- 
ator Moran’s committee bad no right to usurp 
the powers of the Criminal Jurisprudence 
Committee. It had been the custom of pre- 
vious Senates to reier all measures relating 
todram shops tothe Criminal Jurisprudence 
Committee, and there was no reason why this 
Senate should depart from that custom. 

Replying to Moran's — that the Crim- 
inal Jurisprudence Oommittee had been in 
contempt of the instructions of the Senate, 
Senator Piersol referred to the previous action 
of the Senate in — Moran’s resolution, 
asking for the return the dramsLop bilis 
as having been done es an especial act of 
kindness to Senator Moran, for which he had 
almost beg on his Knees. A beggariy 
majority of three votes, be said, bad been 
given to Moran for the purpose of keeping 
peace in the family andto preserve that . 
mony of action which was necessary to prompt 
ane ve legislation. 

Senator McGinnis of &. Louis, as Senator 
Ryore had done before bim, made a lengthy 
argument on parliamentary procedure and in 
support of the resolution to send the bills to 
Moran’s Committee on Miscellaneous Laws. 

Senator Sebree made ashort speech onthe 
og mye He read from the rules of the Senate 
to the effect that the Committee on Miscella- 
neous Laws shall have referred to them ali 
bills on subjects not referrabie to other com- 
mittees. eheld the sale of liquor to be a 
crime, and as such all legislation on the sub- 
— came under the jurisdiction of the Crim- 

al Jurisprudence Committee. 


MORAN’S 6PEECH. 

Senator Moran ciosed the debate. He de- 
nied that he was endeavoring to obstruct leg- 
islation or that he the 
cial champion of 
other interest. stated 
that he would ask the Senate, as an act of 
justice to himself, thatthe entire subject be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee for acon- 
struction and interpretation of the rules. He 
held that the licensed sale of liquor was a law 
ful pursuit under the laws of Missouri. He 
said that in reply tothe remarks of the Sen- 
ator from Chariton (Mr. Mackay) that he had 
not arrived at that age when he aspired to leg- 
islate for seraphs and angels. He be- 
lieved, with Gibbon, in making 
for men in the full flush 
of lite with all of their faults 
and short comings, for men as they are found 
on earth, and not as they are believed to be in 
heaven. Taiking of the question on the con- 
tempt of the Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence in withholding the dramshop bilis after 
being instructed to return them to the Senate, 
he said he wanted to ask Senator Piersol, Sen- 
ator Smith and the other members of the 
committee why it is that they waited until 
three of the eminent lawyers who voted 
against them a week were absent from their 
seats before bringing the bills back.

ARRIERS {say this is 
the lightest’ St. Val- 
entine’s Day the St. 
Louis Post-office has 
ever seen. Usually on 
the morning of Feb- 
uary 14 the carriers 
appear at the office in 
summer regalia, 
knowing that the ex- 
ertion required to 
carry the huge loads 
of love miasives 
oozing passion’s 
warmth would keep 
by them warm, even with 
4 the mercury pulling 
«i 2 itself into the bulb of 
the thermometer. The light loads they took 
out to-day owed their small weight to the 
change that has come over the spirit of the 
world’s youths with regard to the day. The 
world has grown tired of the little paper play- 
thing, and no substitute for the sending of 
love missives having been provided by 
THE GENIUS OF HOLIDAYS, 
the world’s children are learning to forget 
that any meaning or any customs attach to 
the day. 
Five years have seen a decrease of 50 per 
cent ju the valentine business, although the 
stationers have done ali in thelr power to 
keep the gray-bearded, rheumy-eyed thing 
alive. They have new designs every year, new 
lithographs, new photogravures, new photo 
typogravures, new oleographs, new etchings, 


new combinations of eilk, satin, plush and 
velvet, touched with paint or curiously orna- 
mented with tinsel, and new two-colored 
wood hewn in alleged comic devices.

Said a stationer: ‘‘Every year in the past 
five has shown a marked decrease in the val- 
entine business, and yet a stock costs as much 
now as ever. There is an element in 
every established bookseller’s atronage 
which must be supplied with valentines every 
year. They will send valentines, I suppose, 
until the crack of doom, no matter how un- 
fashionable it may become. If I don’t havea 
fulletock, they will go where the stock can 
be found, and then maybe I'll lose 
them altogether. As ar as the 
valentine business is direct, 1 make 
no money, but if I figure the trade loss I would 
have if I failed to carry valentines I must ad- 
mitthere is some money in it. There is no 
sending unsold goods back, and after Febru- 
ary 14 whatever is left ts loss, except with a 
few designs which each year are found to be 
attractive enough to sell at other seasons.

A UNIFORM BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The New York Board of Trade Passes Upon 
the Question. 


New Yoru, Febrbary 14.—The meeting of 
the Board of Trade and Transportation yes- 
terday was largely taken up with a general 
discussion of the needs of a uniform bank- 
ruptey law. Ambrose Snow presided. The 
Giscussion began upon the introduction of a 
resolutidn to send two delegates to the con- 
vention of commercial bodies to be held 


at St. Louis on February %, for the 

u e of securing the enactment 

y ongress ofa national bankruptcy law. 
The prevailing sentiment was that the inter- 
state commerce and the credit system require 
and deserve the full protection of a just, equl - 
table and uniform system of bankruptcy laws 
throughout the country. The resolution was 
adopted, and one also reaffirming the board’s 
previous declaration in favor of the enactment 
ofa N law n Gardner R. 
Colby and David Hirsch were appointed dele- 
gates to the St. Louis convention. The board 
Also urged the adoption by the Legislature 
of the recommendations of the railroad com- 
mission to increase the power of the eommis- 
sion to enfores such suggestions as might be 
„ust and reasonable; to do away with grade 
crossings; to enforce the substitution of a 
different rail for the center bearing variety 
on street railroads; to regulate the leasing of 
one railroad by another, ste. te. The board 
approved the te Assessor's bill, which in- 
creases the number of members to five and 
provides that at least one shall be a repre- 
sentative of this city.

Used by Fire-Buge in Maryland to Burn

The Programme Outlined—The St. Joe Con. 
gressional Conventions—Controlling Fed- 
eral Patronage—Filley’s Hand—State In- 
spection of Cattle on Hoof—Chris Brok- 
ate Before the Committee—Jefferson 
City Correspondence.

JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., February 1§,—The 
high license Senators and Representatives 
have agreed upon a definite plan of ation 
regarding the management of the Deering or 
St. Louis Temperance Alliance bil). Senator 
Madison R. Smith of Bollinger County, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence will return the bill to the Senate 
to-morrow morning without report or recom- 
mendatiog in accordance with a reso- 
lution adopted a week ago instructing 


his committee 80 to do. The 
friends of the measure will then 
endeavor to have it reported to a committee 
of the whole Senate for amendment. Should 
they succeed in this Senator Sam Major of 
Howard will make a strong fight to change 
the amount of dram-shop license fixed by 
the bill, to $4,000 per anuum all over the State. 
After the bill is amended it will be reported 
back to the Senate and another contest will 
come ona motion to engrossit. It it weath- 
ers this last storm it will have clear sailing 
until the day of its final passage when its op- 
ponents will have the last chance to deteat it 
in the Senate. 

This isone course which the Deering bill 
may take—the course which its friends and 
supporters hope it will take; but Senator Mo- 
ran and the other opponents of the bill will 
contest every inch of ground and as they had 
the votes a week ago to order the bill taken 
away from Senator Smith's Committee 
it is probable they are strong enough 
to defeat it. To begin with the 


St. Joe Senator will ask that the bill he sent to 
his Committee on Miscellaneous Laws in- 
stead of being considered in committee of the 
whole.
